REMARKS 



Claims 14-35 are now pending in the application. Applicants cancel claims 1-13 
without disclaimer or prejudice to the subject matter contained therein. While Applicants 
disagree with the current rejections, Applicants have amended the claims to expedite 
prosecution. Applicants reserve the right to pursue the claims as originally filed in one 
or more continuing applications. The Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider 
and withdraw the rejections in view of the amendments and remarks contained herein. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Satoh (U.S. 
Pat. No. 6,415,393). Claims 2-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Satoh (U.S. Pat. No. 6,415,393) as applied to Claim 1 above, and 
further in view of Madduri (U.S. Pat. No. 6,145,100). 

Claims 1-13 are cancelled. As such, the rejections of claims 1-13 are rendered 

moot. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14-35 are allowed. Applicants thank the Examiner for the allowable 
subject matter.
